If a Horſe be ſtrong, take firſt a Pint of Blood from the 
Neck; and when you have done that, open one of the Thigh 
Veins, and from thence take a Quart, if the Diſeaſe be 
fmple, this will cure him; but keep him afterwards to 2 
moderate cleanſing Diet, and by Degrees harden him with | 
Proper Exerciſe ; if he is weak, bleed him leſs in Pro- 
portion. After which, we recommend the following Gly- 
ſter from Monſieur Solleyſell. ä 

Boil two Ounces of the Scoriæ of the Liver of Anti · 
mony, made into a fine Powder, on five Pints of Beer; ; 
after five or fax Warms, remove it from the Fire, adding. 
2 Quarter of a Pound of Butter or Hogs-Lard, and give it 
him two or three Times if he will bear it, and it will cure 
him: Rub him well down, and give him warm Water dur» 
ing this Courſe of Phyſick. : | 

Thin Skin'd Horſes that have been wel] kept and cloathed, . 
ſhould never be turned to Graſs above three Months in 
the Year, viz. from the Beginning of June to the End 
of Auguſt ; but thick Skin'd Horſes have ftrong Coats, 
which keep out the Weather ; and, if well fed, will 
ly Abroad all the Year. For walking about .to feed, 
prevents Stiffneſs in their Limbs ; and trading in the 
Graſs, keeps their Hoofs moiſt and cool: But they ſhould 
have a Hovel to come to at Night, or when it ſnaoms or 
rains. 

Never purge a Horſe juſt taken from Graſs, for it 
diſſolves op looſens ſome tender Fat or Humours, which 
fall in his Legs or Heels, ſo that he rarely ſtands dry 
all the Winter after. But after fix Days you may bleed 
him under a Quart; and at Night give him the An- 
nileed Cordial mentioned in Page 5. which is a gentle 
Opener.

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.- if you needs muſt purge a Horſe, for which we 
would have a good Reaſon given, let him not touch 
cold Water within or without till the Day after it has

Breath. There is a Time in ſome Fevers when it is 
dangerous to bleed or purge; then Glyſters are of ex · 


cellent Uſe, we muſt fay abſolutely neceſſary ; - but 


not one in a Thouſand will give themſelves the 
Trouble to relieve the poor ſick Creature in that 
Way, for two Reaſons ; Firſt, Few People know when 
a Horſe is in a Fever. 2dly, They ſeldom; are pro- 
vided with ſo material an Inftrument as a Glyfter Pipe ; 
therefore for the Sake of the Creature, and, thofe that 
love him; the following Glyfter, in a Fever, is as 
good as any, and as little Trouble; but firſt get 2 
Pipe eight or ten Inches long, with a Bore large 
enough to receive the End of your Finger, and a Rim 
at one End of the Pipe, that what you tie on may 
not ſlip off: Then boil a Spoonful of Oatmeal in 
two Quarts of Water, together with two Ounces of 
Senna, and half a Pound of brown Sugar, half a. Pint 
of Sweet Oil, and a Handful of Salt.

It is an Infirmity proceed- 
ing from Nature: And although few of our Farriers 
either have endeavoured or know how. to help, it, yet 
- ſuch has been the Care of others to know the true Cauſe 
of it, that by trying many Concluſions, in the End they 
have hit upon a certain Cure, and have lately helpt 
many Horſes in that Condition. The Cure is this; 

Take your Horſe's Ears and place them in ſuch a Man- 


ner as you would defire they ſhould ſtand, and then 


with two little Boards three Fingers broad, having long 
Strings fixt to them, bind the Ears ſo faſt in the Places 
wherein they Rand, that by no Means or Motion they 
may ſtir. 

Betwixt the Head and the Root of the Ear, you wilt 
diſcover a great deal of wrinkled empty Skin, which
